J . F. Harris, general manager 
of the company, said: “ There are 
two machines in there that cost 
$ 104,000.

The firemen injured are Asst. 
Chief Arnold Phillips, who suf­ 
fered a cut on his right hand, and 
Lt. J ohn Hildwein, who suffered 
an eye injury. 
The origin of the fire was not 
determined. 


New Zealand Delegate Pro 
poses That Red China Send 
Representative To Take 
Part In Talks. 


RUSSIAN PROPOSAL 
BEATEN BY 10-1 VOTE 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UH - 
Sir Leslie Knox Munro of New Zea 
land, president of the U. N. Secur 
ity Council, proposed today tha 
Red China be invited to send a 
representative here to take par 
in the debate on a Formosan cease­ 
fire. 
Munro made his proposal imme­ 
diately after the Council refuser 
to consider a Soviet demand tha: 
Nationalist China be barred fron. 
the debate. 
The New' Zealand diplomat sug 
gested that the Council suspend its 
discussions until the Chinese Com­ 
munists can get a representative 
here. 
The Council ran into its first 
controversy when Soviet Delegate 
Arkady A. Sobolev tossed in his 
demand to bar the Chinese Na­ 
tionalists. 
The vote was 10-1, with only &e 
Soviet Union voting to consider ex ­ 
cluding Nationalist China. 
The move to throw out the So­ 
viet demand was made by Chief 
U. S. Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 
J r. and quickly drew support of 
the other Western powers. 
The Western powers thus won 
the first round test as the 11-nation 
council squared off to seek an end 
to the fighting between Chinese 
Nationalist and Communist forces 
The Council then began a proced­ 
ural debate on the form of its 
agenda. 
The issue was complicated by a 
Soviet move to include on the agen­ 
da a charge of aggression against 
the United States and a demand 
that all U. S. forces be withdrawn 
from the Formosa area. 
There was speculation here that 
Russia migfft spell out its demand 
for evacuation of all islands and 
“ other 
territories 
belonging 
to 
China’’ to include Nationalist Chi­ 
na’s surrender not only of the Ta­ 
chens, Matsu and Quemoy but oi 
Formosa itself and the Pescadores 
Islands, which United States has 
pledged to protect. 
The United States called the So 
viet demand a propaganda move 
designed to confuse and divert ser 
ious efforts to halt the fighting. 
A dispute over including the So 
viet resolution on the agenda un­ 
der its title language of “ U. S. 
Acts of Aggression Against the 
Chinese People’s Republic in the 
Taiwan, Formosa Area and Other 
Islands of China” threatened to de­ 
lay the Council in its majority aim 
of getting off an invitation to Red 
China to send representatives here 
for the Formosa debate. 
The U. N. Charter requires both 
sides in a dispute be invited to 
be represented. If Red China does 
send a spokesman, he will not have 
a vote. 
Sir Leslie Munro, New Zealand 
ambassador and Security Council 
president for J anuary—Peru’s Vic­ 
tor A. Belaude, takes over tomor­ 
row in alphabetical succession — 
prepared today’s agenda contain 
ing only the item agreed on by 
the Western powers.

Because it is handling a larger v o lume o f 
farm cro ps under the price suppo rt pro gram 
than it had anticipated, the Co mmo dity 
Credit Co rpo ratio n has asked Co ngress fo r 
an additio nal $7 ,000,000 to meet adminis­ 
trativ e ex penses. 
In appro v ing the request the Ho use Ap­ 
pro priatio ns Co mmittee fo und fault with 
CCC fo r no t unlo ading greater quantities 
o f its surpluses in wo rld markets. The go v ­ 
ernment no w is burdened with $7 ,000,000,- 
000 in surplus co mmo dities. 
As a matter o f fact CCC hasn’t been en­ 
tirely idle in this respect and has made so me 
pro gress. In recent mo nths it has so ld $45,- 
000,000 wo rth to fo reign natio ns and gifts 
hav e to talled $125,000,000. Cro ps to the 
v alue o f $9 3,000,000 hav e been ex changed 
fo r strategic materials, and distributio ns fo r 
welfare purpo ses hav e co me to $150,000,000. 
Co mpared to the to tal surpluses in ware­ 
ho uses, this has made o nly a dent. Obv io us­ 
ly it isn’t easy to dispo se o f the ho ard. 
A new* co mplicatio n has dev elo ped in the 
surplus picture. Sev eral o f the co untries 
which might purchase o r receiv e as gifts 
co mmo dities fro m the United States are 
co mplaining that such transactio ns wo uld 
wTeck their o wn markets fo r similar pro ­ 
ducts. It is beco ming mo re difficult daily to 
make friends thro ugh genero sity . 


Ano ther Reel Switch 
It is unlikely that the So v iet Unio n’s am­ 
bassado rs to the leading Western po wer's 
hav e been recalled to Mo sco w to co nsult o n 
future po licy . These embassies are listening 
po sts in West Euro pe and the United States. 
These o utpo sts o f co mmunism feed their 
findings regularly to the Kremlin. There 
can be no do ubt that they hav e been sum­ 
mo ned fo r new instructio ns straight fro m 
the ho rse’s mo uth. This o bv iates all dan­ 
ger o f leakage o r interceptio n. 
Mo sco w' lo v es to play its cards clo se to its 
v est, but the game is running o ut. Free 
wo rld diplo mats, no w skilled in determining 
Mo sco w po licy by its actio ns, will so o n kno w 
what red ambassado rs to the United States, 
Britain, France and West Germany were 
to ld at the Kremlin. 
After the last such meeting the Mo sco w 
plo tters came up with co ex istence. The aft­ 
ermath o f this meeting may be different. 
New tactics may be renewed effo rts to 
splinter the West, rendering united actio n 
futile. They will result in frustratio n fo r 
Mo sco w if the West stands to gether militar­ 
ily and eco no mically , further buttressing a 
pro sperity that makes the Co mmunist lands 
seem plague-stricken by co mpariso n.

WASHINGTON lf — Presiden Eisenho wer fo llo ws 
President Truman in wanting the United Natio ns to 
settle the Fo rmo san pro blem. 
Once again the U. N. tackles the case. The sto ry 
begins to lo o k like a rerun o f an o ld picture. 
And if the Red Chinese repeat themselv es, as 
they hav e so far, they will demand a seat in the U. 
N. as the price o f a Fo rmo san cease-fire. This time 
their chances lo o k better. 
Truman was so fed up with the failures o f Chiang 
Kai-shek and his Natio nalists that, when the Reds 
ro uted them to Fo rmo sa in late 19 49, he said o n 
J an. 5, 19 50, the United States wo uld no t — “ at this 
time” — defend Fo rmo sa fro m the Reds. 
The phrase “ at this? time” wo uld let him interv ene 
if the United States go t inv o lv ed in Asia later. It did 
o n J une 25, 19 50, when he No rth Ko rean Reds in­ 
v aded So uth Ko rea. Truman o rdered the 7th Fleet to 
defend Fo rmo sa. 
Truman said he did it to prev ent spread o f Asian 
fighting. It was no t a permanent so lutio n fo r Fo rmo ­ 
sa. Truman said a so lutio n wo uld wait upo n the res­ 
to ratio n o f peace o r co nsideratio n by the U. N. 
Cho u En-lai, Red Chinese fo reign minister, re­ 
spo nded at o nce. He defied Truman, said the Reds 
wo uld “ liberate” Fo rmo sa. On Aug. 24 he sent a 
no te to the U. N. charging the United States with 
aggressio n against Fo rmo sa. 
The United States said it wo uld welco me U. N. 
discussio n. The wo rld o rganizatio n asked the Red 
Chinese to send a delegatio n to U. N. headquarters 
in New Yo rk. At first Cho u rejected the o ffer, said 
Fo rmo sa was no co ncern o f the U. N. 
So o n he changed his mind, sent a delegatio n. It 
arriv ed in No v ember 19 50, By then, since it had 
jumped into the Ko rean W’ar, Red China was in po o r 
shape to co nv ince any o ne the United States was an 
aggresso r in Fo rmo sa. 
Russia, ho wev er, had backed up her Chinese ally 
by calling the United States an aggresso r in Fo r­ 
mo sa. On Dec 22, 19 50, Cho u laid do wn his terms 
fo r a cease-fire in Ko rea: a seat in the U. N. fo r 
Red China, plus withdrawal o f American fo rces fro m 
Ko rea and Fo rmo sa. 
, 
Two weeks ago Eisenho wer suggested the U. N. try 
to wo rk o ut a cease fire in the Fo rmo sa area. Cho u 
respo nded at o nce. J ust as he had defied Truman, 
he defied Eisenho wer, v o wed to take Fo rmo sa, and 
said the Fo rmo san pro blem was no business o f the 
U. N. 
Nev ertheless, the U. N. Security Co uncil arranged 
to discu ss to day a cease-fire aro u n d Fo rmo sa. An d 
y esterday , ju st as it h ad befo re, Ru ssia called th e 
Un ited States an aggresso r again st Fo rmo sa.

Suburban center 
and small cities and to wns with surro unding farms ho use 63% o f the to tal United States 
po pulatio n. 


It is easy to understand this “ mo v e to suburbia.” Larger families hav e made it 
practically necessary fo r y o ung co uples to liv e where children can play safely . Rising 
inco mes hav e made it po ssible fo r city “ cliff dwellers” to hav e ho mes in pleasanter, 
less cro wded areas. 


While this gro wing po pulatio n has increased o ur to wn’s pro sperity , and added de­ 
sirable citizens to the co mmunity , it has also bro ught with it special pro blems — need 
fo r mo re scho o ls, teachers and ho spital ro o ms; traffic co ngestio n and parking pro blems 
in o ur business district; ex tra burden en sewage dispo sal and water supply . Altho ugh 
tax es o n new residences hav e increased the to wn’s treasury , tho se increases hav e been 
mo re than eaten up by the need to increase public serv ices to larger residential areas. 
The to wn treasury depends o n tax es fro m the business district (which is smaller in size 
but richer in rev enue to keep it running.) 


Obv io usly , then, if we are to so lv e the pro blems o f the co mmunity the business dis­ 
trict must pro sper. Ho w are we do ing o n that sco re? Acco rding to the last Retail Cen­ 
sus, in all but the few largest cities, the city department sto res, v ariety arid specialty 
sto res handle 90% to 98% o f all the business in their lines! And tho se sto res are in cities 
that co unt fo r less than 33% o f the po pulatio n. It is apparent that they are getting their 
business fro m citizens o f nearby small to wns. Fro m peo ple like us—who driv e to the 
city to see a sho w, and “ pick up a few things” while we are there. 


No w each o f us is a free agent when it co mes to sho pping. No o ne is go ing to sho p 
in sto res where he canno t find what he wants at the price he wants to pay . Ho wev er, 
let us no t use o ur free agency as an easy ratio nalizatio n. Let us remember that we do 
hav e a respo nsibiliy to this to wn’s pro sperity . The least we can do is to let o ur lo cal 
sto res kno w what we want, and what prices we want to pay . Ho w can they buy to meet 
o ur demands, if we fail to let them kno w o ur demands? 


There is ano ther serio us, lo ng-run reaso n why we sho uld enco urage o ur lo cal 
businesses. It is unpleasant to think abo ut, but we are “ play ing o strich” if we fail to 
reco gnize the po ssibility that small, decentralized co mmunities like o urs may so me day 
be called upo n no t o nly to feed and clo the o ur o wn, but also to make ro o m fo r dis­ 
placed v ictims o f lo ng-range warfare. If that time co mes, and we pray it wo n’t, a 
stro ng business co mmunity will be o ur best defense against tho se parasites o f tragedy , 
pro fiteers and “ carpet baggers.”

Lott reports that Williams u sed 
tu lip poplar, red elm an d bass 
wood for sidin g, white oak for

Some of these trees had 
been tabbed for remov al an y way , 
as a part of Williams’ woods m an ­ 
agemen t practices, an d the n et 
resu lt was a better woodlot in ad­ 
dition to low-cost con stru ction .

It is fu n to 
make the piece look profession al 
if y ou follow a few su ggestion s giv ­ 
en by Miss Van is J. Deeter, ex ten ­ 
sion home fu rn ishin gs specialist, 
Pu rdu e Un iv ersity . 
Origin ally , pin e was most readi­ 
ly av ailable in the rcady -to-fin ish 
fu rn itu re, bu t n ow ash, redwood 
an d Philippin e mahogan y are on 
the market. Con stru ction of this 
ty pe has been improv ed also. If 
y ou wan t to chan ge the color of 
the wood, apply a stain before the 
fin al fin ish. 
To make pin e darker than its n at­ 
u ral color, u se an oil stain sparin g­ 
ly . Flow it on to the w'ood ev en ly 
with a bru sh or soft cloth in the 
direction of the grain of the wood, 
then bru sh it away immediately . 
For a darker piece, repeat the 
stain allowin g 24 hou rs for thor­ 
ou gh 
d oin g 
between 
stain in gs. 
San d with a fin e grade of san d­ 
paper to smooth away an y rou gh 
places before addin g the n ex t coat. 
For the fin ish y ou may u se a 
pen etratin g seal, shellac, v arn ish, 
lacqu er or pain t. Pen etratin g seal 
— obtain able from dru g, depart­ 
men t, or hardware stores — has 
become popu lar becau se it is per­ 
man en t, du rable, an d resistan t to 
w ater spottin g. This fin ish giv es 
the popu lar n atu ral look an d does 
n ot darken the wood. 
If y ou u se pen etratin g seal, ap­ 
ply it with a firm pad or ball of 
clean , soft cloths. Make this ball 
abou t two in ches in diam eter an d 
cov er it with a squ are of soft fab­ 
ric. Brin g the corn ers together an d 
tie with a cord. Start close to the 
ball an d wrap tightly arou n d the 
ex cess m aterial. Wrap far en ou gh 
to make a firm han dle to hold while 
ru bbin g the fin ish in to the wood. 
Althou gh this method is easier, the 
seal may be applied with a bru sh 
for larger areas.

Welded wire u n der 
the roosts to keep the hen s ou t of 
their droppin gs, an d n on -spill w at­ 
er fou n tain s shou ld be u sed. At 
least on e n est for ev ery fiv e hen s 
shou ld be prov ided an d the n ests 
shou ld be kept filled with deep, dry , 
frequ en tly replaced n estin g m ater­ 
ial. A sack of this m aterial shou ld 
be hu n g n ear the n ests for con v en ­ 
ien ce an d to sav e time when clean ­ 
in g n ests. It is mu ch easier to keep 
eggs clean than it is to clean dirty 
eggs. 
Eggs shou ld be gathered fre­ 
qu en tly , at least three or more 
times daily u sin g wire baskets. 
Eggs shou ld be cooled soon after 
lay in g an d held at a tem peratu re 
of 50 to 60 degrees. Moistu re con ­ 
ten t of the air shou ld be high an d 
this can be don e by addin g ex tra 
moistu re so as to keep a 70 to 8 0 
per cen t relativ e hu midity . Empty 
egg cases, fillers an d flats shou ld 
be pre-cooled an d moistu rized. Cool 
eggs shou ld be packed daily with 
the small en d dowrn an d marketed 
at least on ce each week. It is also 
a good practice to con fin e the en ­ 
tire flock to the lay in g hou se on ce 
they are hou sed, that is, if the pro­ 
du cer is seriou s abou t produ cin g 
qu ality eggs. 


Home Hints 


Some cooks like to u se a mod­ 
erate (350 degrees) tem peratu re 
for tu rkey rather than the low (325 
degrees) tem peratu re u su ally called 
for.
